President  Roosevelt  announced  his 
intentions  of  continuing  the  CCC  in- 
definitely. The  Nation’s  chief  ex- 
ecutive was  immensely  pleased  with 
the  progress  that  the  CCC  have  made 
in  the  past.  Many  barren  places  have 
become  a young  forest  through  the 
efforts  of  the  CCC  and  many  densely 
hogs  and  marshes  have  been  cleared 
up  and  firebreaks  have  been  constru- 
cted to  aid  in  the  prevention  of 
fires . 

0Tror  f^ree  hundred  and  fifty  th- 
ousand families  have  been  helped  by 
the  Civilian  Conservation  Corps  and 
many  homes  have  been  saved  and  lives 
through  the  CCC  by  the  boys  discover- 
ing fires  and  breaks  in  dams  which  w 
might  have  caused  considerable  dam- 
age * Throughout  the  west  and  midwest 
the  CCC  hoys  during  the  drought  work- 
ed late  into  the  night  and  sometime^ 
all  night  long  helping  to  bring  rcl- 
eif  to  the  drought  stricken  families 
by  hauling  water  to  them  from  places 
where  water  could  be  gotten  .

This  means  that  the  men  of  this  carnj 
talcing  part  in  the  educational  pro- 
gram are  receiving  more  instruction 
and  in  greater  variety  of  subjects 
than  in  any  other  camp  in  Florida* 

However  the  goal  at  which  we  are

aiming  is  a greater  enrollment  in 
classes.  There  is  a type  of  educat- 
ion available,  suitable  to  every 
0 

hind  of  student.  From  trigonometry 
to  poultry  raising,  you  have  your 
of  classes,  and  if  you  don't  take 
advantage  of  the  opportunity,  it  is 

the  fault  of  no  one  but  yourself.

The  most  important  item  in  every 
man's  life  is  the  securing  and  Hold- 
ing of  a job.  Nearly  all  of  us  real- 
ize this,  but  are  either  not  ambit- 
ious enough,  or  just  too  lazy  to 
amply  ourselves  to  the  extent  of  an 
hour  c :?  two  of  study  each  day.  Prob 


The  opportunity  offered  for  study 
is  not  being  taken  advantage  of  as  it 
should  be,  there  being  a large  num- 
ber of  mun  who  are  not  endeavoring  to 
improve  themsclvos  at  all.  On  the 
other  hand  a considerable  number  are 
utilizing  every  opportunity,  and  a 
number  more  who  arc  taking  one  or 
more  subjects, and  who  are  reading 
library  books  and  magazines  in  addit- 
ion. Several  of  tho  feoys  have  enroll 
cd  in  the  Allentown  School, where  they 
go  to  classes  occasionly, and  where 
examinations  arc  taken, these  boys  wil 
roccivc  lUbgh  School  credits  in  the 
courses  taken, and  passed. 

From  reports  of  other  camps,  we  are 
not  in  the  lead  in  the  state, or  in 
the  district, but  are  better  than  the 
average  for  the  state.  To  reach  the 
standard  set  for  this  camp, we  must  be 
up  with, or  ahead  of  the  best  in  edu- 
cation, as  well  as  other  things. 

Classes  arc  now  being  conducted  in 
Reading /Wr it ifog, Arithmetic , English, 
Spelling  and  letter  Writing.  These 
subjects  arc  taught  by  D.I.  Broxson, 
•and  a good  job  is  being  done,  A num- 
ber of  academic  and  vocational  sub- 
jects arc  being  studied  by  small 
groups, and  by  individuals, these  in- 
clude; Forestry , Auto  Mechanics, Cook- 
ing, Radio  Engineering, Business  Arit- 
hmetic, and  preparation  for  Civil 
Service  examination.

NEW  FIRE  BREAKS  CONTRACTED 

The  members  of  the  Compeny  will 
doubtless  be  interested  to  know  that 
the  Forest  Service  has  authorized 
this  camp  to  do  fire  break  work  on 
five  other  tracts  of  land  in  Santa 
Rosa  County  wild  ten  in  Escaiiibia  Cou- 
nty which  lies  to  the  west  of  Santa 
Rosa  county. 

These  parcels  of  land  are  not 
large,  the  biggest  being  only  400 
acres, but  they  are  widely  distrib- 
uted. To  reach  those  in  Escambia 
county,  the  trucks  will  be  routed 
over  Escambia  River  bridge  on  State 
road  no  1.  and  sometimes  possibly 
over  the  bridge  which  goos  over  the 
river  at  Chumuckla  Springs  to  reach ‘ 
the  paved  road  near  McDavid, Florida. 

The  work  to  be  done  consists  of 
10-Ft . and  16-Ft.  firebreak  Constr- 
uction,

"OUR-  CCC  CAMP  ” 

The  Old  P -57  Camp, now  P-73,  located  at  Chumuckla,  eighteen 'miles 
North-West  of-  Hilton,  has  made  real  progress  since  moving  here,  And  when 
speaking  if  the  camp,  let  us  imagine  if  as  having  three  departments , The 
Forestry, The  Army  and  , The  Educational. 

The  Forestry  department  has  up  until  now  covered  a vast  territory  with 
roads  and  fire  brakes,  also  mending  the  roads  already  here.  The  woods  arc 
not  so  densely  with  pines  as  - was.  the  old  camp  unit,  although  there  is  a 
groat  prospect  of  this  unit  decerning  a real  forest  within  the  near  future 
The  main  point  to  look  at  ovor  here  is  the  fire  hazard, as  this  gave  us 
considerable  trouble  during  the  past  winter,  These  w cods  have  not  been 
kopt  as  rough  as  the  old  unitip.  so  you  can  sccip  with  these  advantages,  we 
hope  to  become  a real  bunch  of  CCC8c  and  not  the  R.F.F.  (Regular  Fire 
Fighters) o 

Nov/  comes  the  Army  department,  the  purpose  of  which,  is  to  see  to  the 
Welfare  of  all  men  in  camp.  Evorybod3r  is  kept  busy  while  in  camp , Conseq- 
uently, we  have  a most  beautiful  place  tc  call  our  home,  We  have  a real 
Mess  Hall  to  dine  in  attended  with  a staff  of  good  cooks, who  prepare  our 
food  stuffs  nearly  as  well  as  cur  mothers  do 

Our  barracks,  or  sleeping  quarters, ha,s  boon  made  a most  convenient 
place  to  livo  in,  They  ere  inspected  daily  and  arc  required  to  be  kept 
sanitary, for  which  few  objects  (of  course  there  arc  exceptions  to  every 
rule ) . 

lust  recently,  wc  have  welcomed  into  our  midst, fifty  Alabama  boys, who  . 
aro  now  bus#-  removing  all  stumps  and  trash,  which  arc  a hindrance  to  the 
camp  site. 

Next  and  last  is  the  Educational  department , striving  to  prepare  the 
boys  to  become  better  fitted  for  the  future  after  they  leave  camp. 

This  department  plans  to  accomplish  its  purposes  in  these  ways : To 
teach  the  illiterate  ones  to  bocomo  literate,  in  the  ways  that  an  elemen- 
tary school  can  do  so;  to  improve  those  who  have  merely  learned  to  read 
end  write/  and  help  then  study  and  prepare  for  whatever  occupation  they 
arc  best  fitted. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Allentown  High  School,  for  those 
•'the  wish  to  carry  on  with  their  studies.  Thoy  can  do  their  studing  in 
camp, and  rqecivc  their  credits  through  this  schobl, providing  thoy  pass  the 
required  examinations. 

Correspondence  courses  arc  made  available  for  those  who  wish  to  take 
up  college  work  or  other  preparatory  subjects;  At  the  present  time  there 
.me  a few  conscicntous  fellows  who  arc  taking  advantage  of  this  opportun- 
ity. 

This  department,  also  has  charge  of  the  recreational  activities  in 
Camp  • A library  of  250  hooks  is  available  to  those  who  like  to  read. These 
cooks  can  bo  chocked  out  ab  any  time  through  tho  Educational  Advisor,  or 
ms  assistant.  Those  not  interested  in  reading,  have  an  opportunity  to 
Uigago  in  athletic  activities,  such  as:  boxing,  football,  basketball,
